Barbour’s Hot Words. 

Assistant State’s Attorney James J. Bar- 
bour who was present at the trial, then arose 
to address the court for the state.

„ wish to say that my office is in full 
sympathy with the efforts of the courts and 
villages in the state which are trying to put 
a stop to the speeding of the reckless au- 
tomobilists,’’ said Mr. Barbour. But no 
matter how much we deplore the criminal 
speeding of the automobiles, we also deplore 
as much, if not more, the use of firearms 
to enforce the law. 

“No police officer has the right to fire 
after an automobile in a wanton manner in 
order to arrest its flight.

Arsenic to Wipe Out Millions of In- Ee:

A conspiracy to annihilate the 5 5 
leucostigma, as far as the 
nihilated, by means of arsen 
has been, hatched in ernst 
carried into execution within a few days. 

This is not sich a brutal conspiracy as 1 
might appear, however, when it is consi | 
that the possessor of this unspeakable 
is nome other than the Tussock moth 
many millions strong, is doing fits best to 
up the city’s foliage. For some reason pos; 
sibly the health giving climate of the city~ 
the insect 1s more numerous this year thas | 
ever before. 

Millions of eggs ee have deen de 
posited on the under side of the trees in all of 
the parks and unless they are destroyed the 
trees will de damaged seriously next spring 
when they hatch out. So Acting Supt. M. H. 
West of Lincoln park is planning to spray 
the trees and bushes of the park with arsenic, | 
This must be done within a few days or many 
of the eggs will be hatched and the park 
foliage endangered. 

Moth Already Is Active. | 

“ The moth is a native of this country,” said 
Supt. West yesterday, “and is abundant in 
parks and gardens. Lindens, soft maples, 
and horse chestnut trees are especially in- 
tested, and in some parts of the city serious 
damage is being done by the young caters 
pillars. 

During the winter the white egg bene 
of the moth are ent upon the bark of 
trees, and it is during this season that the. 
greatest destruction can be wrought to the in- 
sect by painting the egg masses with creosote 
and turpentine, or by vee tees oh the 
trees. r 

“The young begin to hatch about the p peed 
May, and feed on the lower epidermis of the 
leaves, ultimately devouring all except the 
principal veins. In some cases trees are de-' 
foliated. 

“The moth is grotesque in appearance. 
having a coral red head with a pair of black 
plumes just over it, and with a single similar. 
plume extending from the posterial end of. 
the body. ‘ Four leate yellow or white 
brushlike tufts e in a line along its 
back, and just behind them are two small red 
elevations, the rest of the body being yellow, | 
streaked with coral gray. 

“After feasting until about the middle of 
July, the eaterptilar goes into the p a stage 
by building around itself a cocoon. After 
pupating from ten to fifteen days the moths. 
emerge, and the female deposits from 100 
to 600 eggs in a gray oval mass, and then 
dies. Usually they remain unhatehed until | 
the following May. 


Poison Spray Kills Pest. 

In some cities the pest has been suppressed 
by offering prizes to children for the largest 
number of egg masses collected, but as a 
usual thing the spraying of the trees with 
arsenical poison ts resorted to. This should | 
be done directly after the caterpillars are 
hatched in the early summer. The pray 
should hit the underside of the leaves where | 
the insects are feeding. During this pro- 
cedure many of the insects are washed to 
the ground and immediately reelimb the tree, 
To prevent this a ptece of cotton should be 
tied around the trunk six feet from the 
ground, The insects collect on the underside . 
of the cotton and can be killed by wann. f

Perhaps the most effective poison is ‘ae | 
senate of lead, which can be made by mixing | 
acetate of lead and arsenate of soda, using 
about eight pounds of the chemical to 100

MILAN LOSES OLD GOLDEN KEYS 


Ancient Relic of Venetian ‘Also Stolen 
from Museum in Ber- 
gamo.

ROME, July 25.—Milan and Bergamo have 
just discovered the loss of certain artistic 
treasures. From the great Sforza castle, 
sacred to the memory of the Sforza dukes 
of Milan, the famous and historical golden 
keys of Milan are missing. They had always 
been kept in a glass case in the renaissance 
museum of the castle, reposing on an antique 
brocade cushion, whose warm red tint served 
to throw into rellef the huge golden keys. 

To the Milanese these keys have a great if 
painful interest, as they were specially made 
for the symbolical ceremony of the submis- 
sion of Milan to Austrian domination, and so, 
until lately, served to keep patriotism awake 
in the hearts of the Milanege, who hate 
Austria much worse than they do the devil. 
No trace of the thieves has yet been found. 
The theft is quite incomprehensible, as the 
intrinsic value of the keys is small. 

Bergamo’s loss is heavier, both sentiment- 
ally and financially. Bergamo was the birth- 
place of the great medieval warrior, Bartol- 
omo Colleoni, who made the name of Venice 
ring throughout the world and who had, as 
Ruskin said, the most beautiful monument in 
the world raised to him by a grateful re- 
public. His last testament remained to his 


| birthplace and it is this which has been stolen 


from the town archives—when and by whom 
nobody knows. It had been cared for jeal- 
ously for 500 or 600 years by his proud fellow 
townsmes. It fs now probably reposing in 
some foreign collector’s cabinet. 0

J. P. MORGAN AIDS ARTISTS 
OF THE AMERICAN SCHOOLS. 


Financier Uses Influence to Obtain the 
Largest Hanging Space of Exhibition 
at International Congress.

LONDON, July 25.—The teachers ot art in 
various American schools and colleges who 
brought to London three acres" of draw- 
ings and paintings to exhibit in the third 
international congress of art instructors 
came under a misapprehension as to the 
amount of space they would have in the royal 
college of art, where the exhibits are dis- 
played. 

Through the influence of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, who subscribed liberally to the fund, 
the English committee will see that the 
Americans have the largest space of any 
foreign exhibitors. Besides one large room 
exclusively their own, in which the work of 
all the public schools and colleges is hung, 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts school 
shares another with the Beaux Arts de Paris. 
Yet much of the American work remains in 
packing boxes. 

“We have only 10,000 square feet of hang- 
ing space, said W. R. Stiles, the American 
curator, who brought the exhibit over, and 
such‘drawings as we have been able to dis- 
play we have had to put five.rows high in- 
stead of three, as planned.“ 

Mr. Stiles himself hung all the exhibits ex- 
cept that of Columbia university, with which 
Prof. Arthur W. Dow came over in person, 
and that of Newcomb college, New Orleans, 
which Prof. Woodward brought, and one or 


two others. 


The congress will be opened by Princess 
Louise on Monday, and the Americans think 
their exhibit is the peer of any. The Beaux 
Arts exhibit, they say, suffers for being in 
the same room with the Boston school.

PARIS, July . A German collector is the 
latest sufferer from the sale of spurious pic- 
tures. This time Claude Monet was the artist 
whose pletures were chosen for imitation. 

A picture dealer in Paris woudered why 
this German collector never bought any 
Monets here. He asked a frfend of the col- 
lector, who assured him that the man had 
several Monets, which had been bought in 
Germany, where they were cheaper than in 
Paris. This ted to an investigation. 

The collector finally sent two of his Monets 
to the dealer, who in turn forwarded them 
to Monet. The artist answered: | 

“I have received the two pictures bought 
by one of your German patrons and am re- 
turning them to you. are frightful 
daubs, and if you had not me not to 
erase the signatures I should do sd at once, 
as is my right. After a lawsuit which your 
patron will institute and after the guilty 
painter has been punished I shall insist that 
the two false paintings be destroyed in the 
presence of witnesses or that they be re- 
turned to ms.“ f 

The pictures have been returned to the col- 
lector and it is probable that further devel- 
opments will ensue, eapecially as he has dis- 
covered more spurious Moneta, Courbets, 
and Corots in his collection. 


AIDS WAR ON TUBERCULOSIS. 


French Scientist Reveals Method by 
Which Disease May Be Discov- 
ered in First Stage. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, July 25.—While awaiting the dis- 
covery of a means of curing tuberculosis the 
scientists are searching for a means of early 
diagnosis, which hitherto was most difficult, 
Dr. Boureille describes a series of experi- 
ments whereby an easy method is estab- 
lished. He examined yearly 1,200 women and 
girls seeking employment. : 

He measured the thorax at moments of ex- 
treme inspiration and expiration and noted 
the difference. For normal females he 
found the difference always exceeded two 
and one-third inches. while for tubercular 
women it never reached one and one-sixth. 
He then measured a thousand soldiers and 
found the difference to be three and one- 
half inches. sometimes four and one-half. 
Tests on tubercular patients showed that 
in 98 per cent the difference never exceeded 
one and one-sixth. 

Boureille says it is not only the consumptive 
of the second and third degrees who show this 
difference in the chest measurement but also 
the early consumptives who show no clinical 
sign of the disease, but nevertheless possess 


it in germ.

LONDON, July 25.—The daylight saving 
bill introduced jnto the British parliament 
this session has divided public interest with 
the suffragette movement and the Franco- 
British exhibition. This proposal to make 
people get up earlier by moving the clocks 
ahead an hour or so appeared at first so 
bigarre that the bill was received with gen- 
eral ridicule. But the longer the discussion 
proceeded the greater was the strength the 
advocates of the measure developed, until 
now its passage is confidently expected in 
many quarters. 

Latitude Causes Late Hours. 

That the British begin their day's business 
at an hour that seems unthinkably late to 
Americans is wellknown. The high latitudes 
of the British isles, however, has made the 
consequences of such habits different than 
those that would result in the Un!ted States. 
There in winter the sun rises later between 
the September and March equinoxes than 
with us and sets correspondingly earlier; so 
that not much morning daylight has been 
lost to the British business man or work- 


Man. 
Time for Sport Wasted Now. 

On the other hand, during the summer 
months their long twilight, following a late 
‘sunset, has given them a wide margin of 
@aylight after business. But dawn and day- 
Dreak are correspondingly early during this 
®egson, and through it all the Britisher is 
slumbering. nd now this Britisher, who in 
the main is a fellow fonder of the recreations 
of outdoor life than of those that proceed 


under the glare of artificial light, has be- 


thought himself that he can have an hour 
more of cricket, tennis, or golf if he can get 
through business an hour earlier in summer 
and make his neighbor do the same. And 
that, too, by going to his desk at an hour 
when it is cooler and altogether more pleas- 
ant to work. 
Bill Applies to Summer Season. 
The bill as it now stands before parlia- 
ment, having been amended by the select 
committee to which it was referred, provides 
that from 2 o'clock in the morning Greenwich 
mean time in the case of Great Britain, and 
Dublin mean time in the case of Ireland, of 
the third Sunday in April each year until 
2 o’clock.in the morning Greenwich mean 
time in the case of Great Britain. and Dublin 
mean time in the case of Ireland, of the third 
Sunday in September in each year the local 
time shall be in the case of Great Britain one 
“hour in advance of Greenwich mean time and 
in the case of Ireland one hour in advance of 
Dublin mean time. Greenwich time as used 
for the purposes of astronomy and naviga- 
tion is not affected by the act.

“and other towns, aid by the borough coun- 
clis of Glasgow, Huddersfield. Bournemouth, 
Hackney, Liandudno, and other places: by 
the principal railway companies; by many 
representatives of the manufacturing, com- 
mereial, and shopkeeping classes; by the 
secretary of the Genera! Federation ‘of Trade 
Unions, comprising 700,000 members; by nu- 
merous associations for recreative pur- 
poses, and by schoolmasters and others in- 
terested in the education and welfare of chil- 
dren.

New York City is running stark mad in 
the way of excessively high buildings, and 
to such extremes is the craze being carried 
that it is not to de wondered at that there 
is a strong and growing sentiment in that 
city in favor of a height restriction within 
reasonable limits. 

For two or three years the tendency has 
been alarmingly skyward, one building after 
another setting a new mark, but it was nct 
until the Springer building was designed 
that the sensationally extreme in a aap 
way really made its appearance. 

This building was a nine days’ wonder, 
and it was believed it represented the ex- 
treme limits in a skyscraper way. but it 
seems like a lowly and exceedingly mcdest 
structure as compared with the wonderful 
proposed Equitable ~ building, which ie 
planned to reach skyward to the extent 
of sixty-four stories, or about 900 feet. 
counting its tower. 

It has attracted no end of attention and 
not a little adverse criticism among archi. 
tects as being an architectural monstrosity. 
and the belief was that it would stand in a 
class by itself, with no one foolish enough to 
attempt to imitate it. 


Still Another Skypiercer. 


This seems to be a mistake, however, for 
the statement is mace in the New York World 
of a recent date that on the site of the Mills 
building in Broad street, opposite pe stock 
exchange, a bulleing 1,000 feet high has been 
planned. The architect is said to be Ernest 
Flagg. who designed the Singer building, 
and the proposed building, will be about 100 


building and 300 to 400 feet higher than the 
Singer or Metropolitan towers. The cost is 
estimated at $7,000,000. 

The World pertinently observes that New 
York is getting to be a city of huge towers, 
and the wonder is how long public sentiment 
will tolerate such architectural freaks, which 
serve neither practical nor esthetic ends. 

A recent number of the Construction News 
of this city contains an article attacking 
this extravagantly high building tendency of 
New York, which evidently was written with- 
out a knowledge of this latest 1,000 foot high 
building. Its strictures doubtless would have 
been even stronger had this been known, 


Costly, but Ridiculous, 


It says: 

For three or four years now New York 
City has been in the throes of a Graze for 
extravagantly high building, smwhich has 
been carried to a point not only subversive 
of all recognized architectural canons, but 
also to a point which absolutely borders upon 
the ridiculous. 

“This may seem a strong statement to 
make regarding buildings which cost several 
millions of dollars and whicu were supposed 
to represent the most advanced ideas of the 
leading architects of that city, whieh boaets 
the finest office buildings in the world, but 
the truth of the criticism is admitted by many 
leading New York architects and ig behind 
the growing public sentiment which seeks to 
eliminate these monstrosities in the future 
by the establishment of a limitation as to the 
height of buildings. 

When the Singer building was érected it 
was thought the limit had been reached in 
an altitudinous way, but this will appear es 
a mere pigmy beside the proposed sixty-four 
story Equitable building, concerning which 
the papers have had so much to say lately. 
To overtop the celebrated Eiffel tower may be 
a laudable ambition when worked d ut in le- 
gitimate lines, but as an architectural propo- 
sition’ it does not appeal either to the prac- 
tical or esthetic eye. Within reasonable 
limitations as to height, say eighteen to 
twenty stories, the modern office building 
may justly be considered a present cay 
economic necessity, especially in the con- 
gested sections of great cities, but a sixty- 
four story building is the dream of a disor- 
dered fancy.”’ 


Market Makes Good Showing. 


Under all the dulling conditions which 
usually prevail at this season of the year, 
last week's market presented a really good 
showing. It is true it was inthe way of what

As a matter 
of fact the best of these machines—for lack 
of trained operators and because of many 
small contingencies—frequentiy are out of 
service. for repairs. 

“We have two of them—yes,"' said the 
head of a great business, which some day 
may need fifty of them; yes., but one or 
the other of them is in the repair shop about 
1alf the time.”

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Some of the worst cases of overpfeesure 
have occurred in the provinces among the 
hook and eye card sewers of Birmingham 
and the laceworkers of Nottingham. Many 
are employed at home during the noon hour 
recess from school. Little girls of 8, in hat 
and jacket, draw lace for mother and eat 
their dinner on their way to school. Children 
of 3, 4, and 5 years of age are put to work 
sorting hooks and eyes. To the country 
many children are sent to pick fruit and hops. 
They leave their homes about 8 a. m. to 
pick strawberries in wet as well as ary 
weather; then they return to school, and 
often fall asleep in front of their teachers. 

Investigations show that both mental and 
physical injury is inflicted upon the children 
workers. Real suffering was found among 
boys in barber shops, 2 per cent of them suf- 
fering from anemia; 26 per cent of shop boys 
suffered from deformities incurred by their 
work. From 60 to 88 per cent. according to 
the number of hours of their employment 
had signs of chronic fatigue. These chil- 
dren are deecribed by their teachers as dull 
and about two-thirds are from one to three 
school grades below the norma! for their age.

States court, Assistant States Attorney Roe caught 


him up on @ state charge and caused his conviction 


and sentence. 
To the Chicago trader in general there is a cash 


bonus from the resort of $26 to $100, and he may 
have made his hunt for his victim on expense money 
furnished by the house. There is the confession of the 
convicted Harry Balding, about ane year ago. Attorsey 
Roe secured the written confession. 

Balding. had been a white slaver for about a year. 
Resort keepers would appeal to him and his feHows te 
“go out and work up some more girls" for which he 
said he received $10 to $50 each, though it was dis- 

vered that the cash bonus was much more. Money 

as furnished these young fellows and they went out 
after victims. 

“The majority of them were girls we met on the 
streets,” is Balding’s direct confession. “We would 
go around to these penny arcades and nickel theaters, 
and if we saw a couple of girls—we could always tell 
what they were by looking at them—we would go and 
tam to them. I will say this much for myself, that 
I never’ took any girl away from her 
home and took her down there. The 
girlie that Ietook down there I met in 
the stores of on the Streets.“ 

What a virtuous point of view! But 
in the same confession is the story of 
his working with a woman accomplice 
to trap a girl sitting alone in a restau- 
rant. He sent the woman to make the 
acquaintance of the stranger. The girl, 
out of work, was spurred by the am- 
bition to get a paying position at work, 
was introduced to Balding, and met 
him and his accomplice the next day 
downtown. Her parents later rescued 
her from her slave's life. 

When the United States authorities 
some time ago raided the French re- 
sorts on the south side in search Of for- 
eign born victims of the slave trade 
some of the most palpable of slavery 
tactics were disedvered. 

“Not one woman in one 6f these 
prominent resorts tig oa tg: pa 
Speak English,“ Said J fant ited 
States Attorney Parkin. — * their 
own tongue everything said them 
showed long drilling as to answers that 
should be made to inquiries. Ask any 
one of these women a sudden question 
in Engtish and her reph to anything 
asked would be ‘ five years, the term 
of residence in the United States that 
would prevent deportation. bane 

“The typical story of the women 
was of having come to New York about 
four years ago as companions or ser- 
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vants in the family 
of well to do French 
immigrants. After 
several years the 
family had returned, 
leaving the girl, who 
about three or four 
months before had.come to Chicago from a 
New York resort. 

But the slavery feature was bulwarked 
by every fact that we could elicit from · these 
drilled women. Not one or them knew by 
what steamer she had come to the country: 
she could not name even the line by which 
she sailed. She didn’t know what thesteamer 
fares were. She could not name a single 
street in New York, which would have been 
& certainty had she even stopped there for 
a week at liberty. 

“We seized trunks in their possession 
on which were the stamps of the custems 
officials, showing thet most of the women 
had come in the second cabin. In some of 
these trunks we found sealed letters, written 
by girls to parents in France, begging them 
to write, and as co eting the slavery 
chain, we found other letters in possession 
of the keepers, written long befpre by: these

The girls were 18 
to 22 years old and 
had come through 
Allie island under as- 
sumed names.

The nocturnal shadows never 
fall on it, said the Greek, for it is thé land of the 
gods, the favorite abode of Apollo, the god of light, and 
its inhabitants are his beloved priests and servants. 
Although this may be regarded as poetized fiction now- 
adays, at that time it was poetized truth.

Greenland Once Had Tropical Climate. 

The naturalists all are marvelously at one on the 
point that during the miocene age Greenland, and even 
Spitzbergen, the remnants of the Hyperborean continent, 
had an almost tropical climate. The prehomertc 
Greeks had preserved a vivid tradition of this land of 
the eternal sun, whither their Apollo journeyed every 
year, and of which science says that “Greenland during 
the miocene age developed an abundance of trees, such 
as the yew, the redwood, the sequoia, allied to the Cal- 
ifornia species; beeches, planes, willows, oaks, poplars, 
and walnuts as well as magnolia and zamia trees.” 

In short, Greenland had southern plants unknown 
to northern regions. It is pointed out that ff the 
Greeks in the days of Homer knew of a Hyperborean 
land, beyond the reach of Boreas, god of winter and 
hurricane, an ideal region where nights were short and 
days were long, and beyond that a land where the sun 
never set and palms grew freely; if they knew ali this, 
although in their day and for ages previously Green- 
land was clad in perpetual snows, then the tradition 
must have descended to them from some people more 
ancient than themselves, who were acquainted with 
those climatic details of which the Greeks themselves 
knew nothing. Even in our day are not wanting 
scientists who suspect that beyond the polar seas at the 
circle of the arctic pole there exists a sea which never 
freezes and a continent which is ever green—the true 
Greenland. The archaic teachings and also thé Hindoo 
puranas, or sacred books, contain the same. statements.

The third continent was Lemuria. The name was. 


tue invention of one P. L. Sclater, who, between 1850 
and 1860, asserted on zotlogical grounds the actual 
existence in prehistoric times of a continent which he 
showed to have extended from Madagascar to Ceylon 


: - @nd Sumatra. It included some portions of what is now 


- Africa, but otherwise this gigantic continent, which 

stretched from the Indian ocean to Australia, has now 

wholly disappeared beneath the waters of the Pacific,

leaving here and there only some of its highland tops 
which are now islands. The celebrated Sir Alfred 
Russell Wallace also agreed that India and Australia 
certainly were once clesely connected. 

After his prolonged investigations on the Malay 
archipelago Sir Alfred concluded that @the only in- 
ference that we must draw from these facts is un- 
doubtedly that the whole of the islands eastward be- 
yond Java and Borneo do essentially form a part of a 
former Australian or Pacific continent, although some 
of them may never have joined it.” 

According to Haeckel, “probably southern Asia itself 
was not the earliest cradle of the human race, but 
Lemuria, a continent that lay to the south of Asia and 
sank later on beneath the surface of the Indian ocean.”

Prof. Schmidt Finds Proof of Theory. 

Préf. Schmidt, writing in defense of Lemuria; de- 
clares a great series of animal geogfaphical facts is 
explicable only on the hypothesis of the former ex- 
istence of a southern continent of which the Australian 
mainland is a remnant. 

“In addition to the scientists,” he says, there is 
as evidence the most ancient traditions of various and 
widespread peoples, legends in India, in ancient 
Greece, Madagascar, Sumatra, Java, and all the prin- 
cipal island of Polynesia, as well as the legends of both 
Americas.” 4 0 

Among savages and in the traditions of the 
Sanskrit literature of India there is an agreement in 
saying that ages ago there existed in the Pacific ocean 
a large continent, which by a geological upheaval was 
engulfed by the sea, Lemuria. And it is believed that 
all of the islands from ‘the Malayan archipelago to 
Polynesia are fragments of that once immense sub- 
merged continent. Both Malacca and Polynesia, which lie 
at the two extremities of the ocean, and which, since the 
memory of man, never had nor never could have had 
intercourse with each other or even knowledge of each 
other, have yet a common tradition common to all the 
islands and islets that their respective countries ex- 
tended far into the sed; that there were in the world 
but two immense continents, one inhabited by yellow, 
the other by dark men, and that the ocean, by command 
of the gods and to punish them for their incessant quar- 
reling, swallowed them up.

Believe Their Countries Exjended Far West. 


Notwithstanding the geographical fact that New 
Zealand and Sandwich and Easter islands are at a dis- 


tance from each other of between 800 and 1,000 leagues, 
and that according to every testimony neither these nor 
any other intermediate islands could communicate with 
each other before the arrival of Europeans, yet they one 
and all maintain that their respective countries at one 
time extended far west on the Asian side. Moreover, 
with small differences, they all speak dialects evidently 
of the same language and understand each other with 


little difficulty, have the same religious belles and 


superstitions, and pretty much the same custome. 

Lemuria is said to have extended southward from 
the foot of the Himalayan range to Ceylon, Sumatra, 
to far of Australia and Tasmania and Waster island, 
Westward to Madagascar and part of Africa, Norway, 
Sweden, east. and west Siberia, and Kamschatka.

HOUGH a number of American artists have successfully undertaken the work of wood 
cutting, few women have made the venture, and largely because they believe it is a work 
which is not adapted to women. Still, those who have made the venture have met with 
remarkable success. Miss Hyde, who lives much of the time in Japan, is the best known 
of these wood cutters. But there are two Chicago girls, Miss Elizabeth Colwell and Miss 
Ella Brison, who have won splendid recognition because of the skill they have in cutting 
wood.

Colors Are Blended in the Printing. 


Though the biron is made of Japanese straw Woven firmly and a thin piece of wood, it is the most 
important of the tools. The clean cut outline is obtained in the cutting, but the splendid contrasts 
in black and white and the delicate blending of colors when colors are used come out in the printing. 
Sufficient pressure must be given to get even, clean colors. But à difference of pressure must be 
used in printing the different colors so one will blend well into another. 


Miss Colwell says: Though wood cutting is easily learned, it requires many years to become a 


skilled worker. The painter can erase and rub; but what the wood cutter puts on ber bleck must 
stay unless she throws the ‘block away and makes another. Accuracy of outline is only a small part 
of the technique. The working for contrasts and delicacy of coloring is a more difficult feat. ‘The 
colors must be put on the block with cre and each color printed with exquisite nicety. 

But it is the difficulty of getting a fine print that inspires the wood cutter, like the etchrer, to his 
best efforts. Wood cutting, when well done, can hold its own with the best etchings and miniature 
paintings. The work of the Japanese wood cutters shows this. They have played an important role 
in the art history of their country, and some of the great wood cutters have been given wonderful 
recognition by their mikados and by the greatest art lovers the world over.

New York Is Wild Over New Dances. 


New York.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
Theatrically, the town has gone dancing mad. 
Three causes have concentrated in one de- 
lirious effect. A wildly popular London music 
hall reproduction of Salome’s dance before 
Herod, taken with the promise of sumptuous 
presentations of it in grand opera here next 
winter, ia the first incentive; the recent agi- 
tation of Broadway by Adeline Genee, a 
noted English gymnastic aanseuse, is the so- 
ond; and the enduring charm of the Merry 
Widow wealts. ' 

Terpsichore! Is she still the goddess of 
gyration? Yea? All right. The news of her 
is thet, like the negro who sings in the old 
ditty: Den take off youah coat, an’ roll 
up youah sleeves, fo’ Jordan am a ha’d ro 
to trabble, I believes,” she has stripped her- 
self for the arduous work of active merri- 
ment in the midsummier of 1908. 

So forward is Terpy in her new demonstra- 
tions that the people have had to go to law 
to put her out of sight where they don't wish 
to see her. That's a positive fact. On the 
unbuilt square at the northeast corner of 
Central park, where Fifth avenue ceases sud- 
denly to be a residential street of millionaires 
and strikes right into a packed section of 
poverty, the Paradise of Pleasures opened its 
gates to the populace. A high board fence 
shut in its ground level sights from those 
who couldn't, or wouldn't, pay nickels to get 
in where they might spend further coins for 
admission to encircling rows of side shows. 

In the center were two tall poles with a rope 
stretched between their tops. Thereon a 
woman danced, with # long balancing pole 
in her hands and no skirts attached to her 


kin tight investiture. She was a free sight 


every afternoon, and two more in the even- 
ing. She paused to rest between her spells of 
dancing, and all the while was a sight visible 
to the whole neighborhood, 

A big public schoolhouse overlooked the 
Paradise of Pleasure, and the teachers 
couldn't hold the pupils’ attention against 
the outside educational exhibit in physical 
anatomy. It was observed that when the lit- 
tle girls of the neighborhood danced in the 
early evenings on the sidewalks to the music 
of the hand organ they were no longer con- 
tent with the simple forms of the exercise, 
but undertook strange stunts in tip toe and 
high kick. The small boys took to stretching 
clotheslines from area rails to lampposte, and 
attempted feats in balancing, always with 
their trousers rolled up to their hips. So it 
came about that the school commissioners 
and the section pastors united in a mandamus 
against the Paradise of Pleasure, and the at- 
tractivenese of its midair danseuse proved its 
downfell. .

The first third of the time she dévotes 
to a conventional ballerina movement, and 
the second to the quaint whirls and postures 
of an East Indian nautch girl.* Next comes 
a compression of Oscar Wilde's “ Salome,” 
which was short originally with its repre- 
sentation of St. John's denunciation of 
Herodias’ sins, her vengeful anger, and the 
dance of her daughter before Herod to get 
the Baptist’s head cut off, 

It was Wilde's dreadful play that served 
as a libretto for the opera presented by Con- 
ried at the Metropolitan last winter, against 
the wish of the trustees, who have forbidden 
its repetition in their house, and which Ham- 
merstein will bring out et the Manhattan 
next winter. 

„It's not my costumer who's bothered,” 
aaid Mary Garden, the prima donna who ils 
to be the Salome then, but my jeweler.“ 

Mary will fing it hard, however, to undo 
herself more boldly than La Sylphe and the 
Hoffmann for the role. In the case of the 
Sylphe, the other action in Salome than 
her own doesn’t employ a dramatic company, 
as the announcements Imply, but merely a 
moving picture machine up to the point 
where the dancer comes into it. A clever 
trick to mark her lithe agility is played here. 

At the Metropolitan a bulky woman did the 
singing in the opera, and a comparatively 
siender danseuse was substituted when the 
time came for Salome to dance. Da Syiphe 
served in the same way in Paris, and it is she 
who is depicted in the photographic showing 
of the scene as given in the French capital. 
Therein Salome’s twists, bends, and other 
contortions of witchery look impossible to 
any living girl, but when the stage is opened 
up and the live Salome appears, she repeats 
every feat that has been seen, and the 
amazed spectators go wild about it,

The Salome by Gertrude Hoffmann is an 
imitation of Maude Allan’s which.Londoners 
are enjoying as tmmodesty unprecedented 
under the pretense that they admire it as fine 
dramatic art. The first New York assem- 
plage didn’t look aa if it contained many con- 
noisseurs in art.

If she went to Three Twine” she might 
scorn the welts in which Bessie McCoy 
teazes and tantalizes her wooer, but she 
would have to confess that the imitation has 
more willowy grace than any of the others 
we have had. Later in this play eight girls 
appear as jumping jacks, from out of whose 
circle pops Bessie seemingly held together 
by springing wires only, so limberly does she 
bound about the stage.

In The Follies of 1908 the Merry Widow 
would see herself burlesqued by a fat come- 
dian in skirts, waltzing with a grotesque 
Prince Danilo, and she would see also much 
dancing of original sorts. For instance, she 
could find few dancers on the stage more ac- 
complished than La Belle Dazie, who was 
exploited a few years ago as La Domino 
Rouge. She has laid aside the red mask with 
which she aroused curiosity by wearing it 
while driving in Central park, dining at hotels 
and anywhere else that playgoers abound. 
Also now, she has laid aside almost every- 
thing else. Dazie unburdens hereeilf of clothes 
almost entirely in the heatéé spell.

ing ot the odd roles which drive laughter 


loving audiences into gales of merriment. 
Strange though it may seem, there are some 
who prefer turning somersaults to being the 
most imuded and sought after matinée idols 
in Christendom. Success and triumph ‘is 
spelled to them in the one word—laughter. 
If their stunts” evolve a joyous reception 
they are happy and would not give up their 
cap and bells and funny “‘splel’’ for any 
Tuxedo and tragic or sloppy deliverance 
which ever drew the tearful and adoring ac- 
clamations from a galaxy of fluffy matinée 
giris, or the really worth while part of any 
star man on earth. 

Were it not that the men who take these 
odd parts really enjoy them the chances are 
that neither would the audiences. There 
is never anything funny about a person who 
appears to be trying to be funny. Here 18 
where the men who take these odd parts win 
out. They do not try, they simply are— 
funny. It is natural to them to be funny. 
They couldn’t be otherwise were they to 
try—and of course they don’t try in this 
direction either. They simply enjoy the 
roles which are assigned to them and have 
a faculty of making their audiences enjoy 
them at the same time.

In “The Wizard of Oz’’ were three odd 
parts which have attained worldwide fame. 
The men to make them famous were Walter 
Stanton, who took the part of a rooster; Fred 
Stone. who was made up as the Scarecrow, 


Tin Man. 

When the rooster would me upon the 
stage with gaping beak and a prodigious 
flapping of wings, there never failed to come 
a how! of delight from the audience accom- 
panied by a frenzied clapping of hands. 
When the human fowl went through the 
groteeque dance which was the principal 
* funniness ’’ which he perpetrated he almost 
brought the house down on his scarlet combed 
head. Especially did the children applaud 
him He wag funny—really funny. 

The scarecrow, with his limp attitudes and 
limper dance, was ridiculous to a degree. 
This part was not an easy one to carry 
through successfully. It is a simple enough 
matter to make one’s arms and wrists and 
upper body limp, but when it comes to making 
one's legs appear as if made of sawdust, and 
not much of that, it requires downright genius 
and ingenuity, This Mr. Stone possessed toa 
marked degree, and his entrance, or rather 
his hanging discovery, always was await- 
ed with much glad anticipation. 

Dave Montgomery's Tin Man was a 
delight. He declared, however, that being 
a tin man was a most difficult proposition.

With Bddie Redway’s ‘“ Gingerbread 
Man in the musical comedy of the same 
name, which, when it was produced here, 
attracted general attention, the odd parts 
named are about all that are on the Ameri- 
can stage of today. At least they are the 
only really funny ones. There have been 
and will be imitations of the genuine, but 
these seldom ring true and are rarely worth 
mentioning. 
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Men Who Play - 
the Animal Parts. 
Almost without exception the men who 
play animal parts on the stage are Eng‘ieh- 
men. Most of them have been acrobets. 
All of them have eyes with laughter erinkles 


at the corners and lips that turn upward 


with an optimism that is irresistible and fun 
that scarcely can be restrained. This goes to 
disprove to a certain degree the saying that 


Englishmen have the slightest sense of hu- 


mor of any ns in the world. 

How does it happen that we ‘animals’ 
are all Englishmen?” laughed Arthur Hill, 
who plays the bear in the Topo th’ World,” 
as he gtood in thé wings bet ween acts, half in 
and half out of the heavy white bearskin, the 
perepiration rolling off his fece. “ Why, be- 
cause there is so much of that kind of work in 
English pantomime. That is the way we 
usually get started, and once started, and 
successfully, we sort of hang on to the 
‘beastly’ parts. 

Though every one seems to enjoy seeing 
a man enact the role of an animal, few realize 
the nature of the work. In the first place, we 
all create our own parts. There never is 
any certain stunt written for us todo. When 
the show is being rehearsed we are expected 
to make up as we go along. This is hard, 
for unless the part is made funny the audi- 
ence takes comparatively little interest in it, 
and it is apt to be a failure. 

In the second place, the man who is tak- 
ing the part of the animal must feel the 
part. Inside of my bearskin I do everything 
which by pulling strings I make the bear do. 
If Mr. Bear winks, I wink. If he open his 
mouth you can rest assured that little Arthur 
Hill-is stretching his jaws to the limit. Often- 
times I think to myself that | am foolish, but 
to tell the truth I cannot help myself. A sort 
of instinct or intuition makes me do all these 
things, although I am out of sight, and I can- 
not help but think that the fact that I am 
acting makes my bear performance more 
realistic. : 

Many of the men who take animal parts 
have a habit of doffing the animal head and 
showing their own when they make their 
bow to the audience. This, I think, is a mis- 
take. It spoils the illusion, and makes the 
performance afterward seem tame. Then, 
too, it is so woefully disappointing to chil- 
dren. I remember how I felt when one time 
we had a Christmas tree at our house. Weal! 
sat around while Santa Claus dealt out our 
presents to us. We were all-there were a lot 
of us kids—awed and O, so delighted! Then, 
when all the things had been distributed, 
Kris Kringle doffed his cap and false face 
and we beheld the grinning features of our 
uncle. Such a how! as went up! Of course, 
I do not mean to insinuate that the grown 
people are bothered so much, though it does 
partly spoil the interest for them. It's the 
children. They think they are watching the 
antics of a ‘really, truly’ bear. If I were 
to show myself, think of the blow to their 
imaginations!’’

Those who went to see “Humpty Dumpty” 
remember the cat part, which was played 
by Dave Abraham. There never was such a 
eat! Or, rather, there have been a lot of 
them. Mr. Abraham made the most realistic 
feline imaginable, saving for size, and, of 
course, poor man, he could not help that. 
He acquired a miaow that was a work of 
art, and he did numerous “ catty "’ stunts 
that were screamingly funny. And he, too, is 
an Englishman.

Tige, dear old Tige, who for long has been 
the delight of the children through his antics 
in the kfunnies,“ was impersonated on the 
stage in Buster Brown by George Ali. 
Here he was funnier than the papers ever 
portrayed him to be. He had the same’ 
divine smile and negro eye rolling stunt 
and the same cunning trick of lying on his 
back which the colored supplements always 
attributed to him. Children all over the 
United States * cried for him, and the man 
who was the cause of all the hilarious com- 
motion was an Englishman, too, 

Then, there is Joe Schrode, who took the 
part of the cow in “The Wizard of Oz.” 
This animal did nothing much but to prance 
about and look wise, but the prancing and 
locking were done in such a way by Schrode 
—who also is an Efiglishman—that there 
were those in the various audiences who al- 
most laughed themselves into hysterics. 
There have been cows and cows—sad cows 
and vicious cows—but there never was such 
another funny cow as Mr. Joe Schrode. 

Robert Burns played the spider in “ Babes 
in Toyland.” In this part he made a decided 
hit. His name sounds Scotch, but he, too, 
was an Englishman.

But this does not explain or excuse the 
exorbitant prices charged here. If Ger- 
many can have high class productions by 
first class artists for 87% cents, we ought 
to have the same for less than $5. We 
at least ought to have the benefit of 
prices no higher than those charged thirty 
or forty years ago, when the operas 
which are old now were new, and when 
equally great, if not greater, artists were 
engaged to perform them. But so long 
as the people will pay the high prices 
the managers will charge them. 

The late astute Maurice Grau was 
right when be declared that opera must 
be managed commercially, and that if he 
had customers who would pay $5 it was 
his business to see that they were satis- 
fied. 


OUR FOREMOST POLITICAL ACROBAT 

We have discussed the various phases 
of Mr. Yates’ political career and on more 
than one occasion have advertised his 
moral waxworks free of charge to him. 
But it has been suggested to us that while 
we have discussed his admirable ability 
to do the flip flop to Mr. Lorimer and 
from Mr. Lorimer, we have not dwelt at 
sufficient length on his acrobatic ability, 
We are sorry to have done Mr. Yates an 
injustice. He is one of the most divert- 
ing figures in the state of Illinois and it is 
regrettable that he has not been adequate- 
ly advertised outside of the state of [)li- 
nois. 

Other political orators have been able to 
make a pretty good thing out of the 
Chautauquas. [Illinois should protest 
against the discrimination shown its justly 
celebrated political acrobat. In order that 
no injustice may be. done Mr. Yates it 
should be stated, : 

Ist. That he has been with Mr. Lori- 
mer twice and agin Mr. Lorimer twice, 

2d. That he has been with the IIlinois 
Central at least once, and for a consider- 
ation (though we do not know that he 
appeared in court in behalf of the road), 
and now, according to his own profession, 
is * agin ” it. 

8d. That he has been for a primary 

law, is strongly suspected of having 
smothered a primary law, and is now for 
a primary law. 

4th. That he is properly credited with 
having collected a slush fund from the 
employés of the state institutions, and that 
now he is righteously indignant at the 
use or abuse of patronage under or out- 
side of the civil service law by his suc- 
cessor. 

Further research might enable us to add 
to Mr. Yates’ credentials, if it were neces- 
sary. Any student of his career ought to 
appreciate his ability to think and talk all 
around all sides of a question. It would 
be hard to find a gentleman in the state 
of IIlinois of more variegated opinions, 
and be it known to the outsiders who do 
not appreciate it that there is little sign 
of any failing ability in him to keep on 
jumping or tumbling. 

If we may misquote, we would sug 
gest to any prospective press agent or 
booking agent who may lead him to the 
lecture platform that he adopt as a catch 
line for Mr. Yates, “ Age cannot wither 
him nor custom stale his infinite variety.” 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 

It is settled that Great Britain is to 
embark on the policy of old age pensions. 
The house of lords will pass, though with 
great reluctance, the measure sent to it 
by the house of commons. It passed 
there with substantial unanimity, for both 
parties have for years been flirting with 
old age pensions, and the house of lords 
does not dare to reject the bill. 

The project is emphatically a leap in 
the dark. The government estimates that 
out of a population of 1,254,000 aged 70 
or over there are 500,000 who will be 
entitled to claim free, noncontributory 
pensions. The first proposition was to 
pay $1.25 a week to single persons and 
$1.87 te married couples. It was as- 
sumed that the total cost to the taxpay- 
ers would be $25,000,000 to begin with. 

But the bill was amended in several 
particulars while being put through the 
house of commons. Aged couples are to 
draw pensions as if they were single. It 
was provided originally that the man who 
had saved enough to insure himself a 
private income exceeding even by a penny 
$2.50 a week should not be enrolled 
among the pensioners. This has been 
modified so as to allow of a limited par- 
ticipation in the pension benefits. These 
changes raise the estimated sum required 
to $30,000,000 and perhaps $40,000,000. 
If the estimates as to the number of 
worthy aged poor shall prove to have 
been too low more than forty millions 
may be required. 

The measure has been energetically 
opposed on two grounds. One is that it 
is socialistic, that it will discourage thrift 
by encouraging men to look to the state 
for support in their declining years in- 
stead of depending upon their own exer- 
tions. Another is that in seeking for the 
money with which to meet pension re- 


sorted to. That is Lord Cromer’s fear. 
It appears to him that the free trade pol- 
icy of the last sixty years is menaced. 
His fears may be well founded, There 
will be more certainty on the point a 
year hence, after the pension plan shall 
have been put in operation and its cost 
be better known. It is a serious if not 
perilous experiment wi ch is sure to have 
farreaching consequences. 

The bill is of special interest to Amer- 
icans as measuring the difference be- 
tween our conservative republic and Eng- 
land’s radical monarchy. This is worthy 
of the prolonged and prayerful considera- 
tion of those Americans who are fright- 
ened even by the most urgently needed 
remedial measures and are quick to cry 
radicalism or socialism when the pro- 
foundly conservative and patient Ameri- 
can people, after years of the abuse of

IDLE CARS. 

There were 9,800 more freight cars «in 
service July 8 than there were June 28, 
and 110,000 more than April 29. At 
that date 186,000 coal cars were idle. 
By July 8 the number had shrunk to 


, 124,000. That is an unerring indication 


of greater activity on the part of manu- 
fagturers. That activity means addition- 
al business for the railroads later on. 
The progressive diminution in the num- 
ber of idle cars lends support to the as- 
sertion of Interstate Commerce Commis- 


sioner Knapp that there will be a short- 


age this fall. He says that an inquiry 
into business conditions has eonvinced 
him that that will be the situation after 
the crops shall have been harvested, as 
suming, of course, that the present pros- 
pect of good harvests shall not be 
blighted. 

Every idle car that is put in service 
strengthens the contention of the shippers 
that railroad rates should not be m- 
creased. If all the cars were needed for 
carrying freight their contention would 
be irresistible. The roads hardly would 
have the audecity to assert that they 
should be permitted to put up next year’s 
rates in order to make up for this year’s 
decrease in receipts. If that were al- 
lowed the roads would indeed be in a 
favored class. Merchants, manufactur- 
ers, and wageworkers do aot look to the 
community to indemnify them for losses 
they sustain during a period of business 
depression. | 

If by the close of the year there shall 
be a demand for all the freight cars the 
roads own the rates now in force will 
furnish them adequate revenues. Un- 
less they squander their means by pay- 
ing excessive dividends it will mot be 
difficult for them to get the money re- 
quired for improvements which they say 
ought to be made. 

Probably the railroad managers are 
regulating their own conduct by the de- 
mand for freight cars. Darly in the 
year, when so many were idle, they 
talked of a general advance in rates on 
the Ist of July. Ae that date drew near 
and business improved they talked of the 
ist of October, The number of idle cars 
continuing to decrease, they talk now of 
the lst of December. If their cars shall 
be about all in use as that day draws 
nigh justice and common sense will dic- 
tate to them the advisability of saying 
nothing more about higher rates. 


NEW TORK TO PARIS. 

The German “ Protos” motor car leads 
the way into Paris after the journey of 
21,000 miles. There is every probability, 
however, that the “race” goes to the 
American Thomas car.’

mont. The late King Victor Emmanuel 
was the son of Charles Albert, and Cardinal 
Oregiia as a young priest was for five years 
the young chaplein of the Re Gallant Uomo, 
while his elder brother was that monerch's 
most trusted and favorite aide de camp. 
The cardinal had two other brothers, both 
of them Jesult priests, one of them being 
the founder of the great Jesuit organ at 
Rome, Civilta Catholica. For a time his re- 
lations with the house of Savoy were ex- 
tremely strained, and while nuncio at Lis- 
bon in 1870 he was so persistent in his de- 
mands upon Queeen Pia of Portugal that 
she should induce her father, King Victor 
Emmanuel, to either abdicate or quit Rome 
that her husband, the late King Luls of 
Portugal, was forced to interfere and to 
secure from Pius IX. the recall of his too 
zealous representative at the court of Lis- 
bon. During the reign, too, of Leo XIIL 
Oreglia was always regarded as the head 
of the intransigeant party. Today, how- 
ever, he seems to have become more con- 
ciliatory with regard to the Italian govern- 
ment and the house of Savoy, probably re- 
calling the fact that both his father’s and 
his mother’s family are bound by old time 
ties of friendship, loyalty, and also some lit- 
tle gratitude to the former kings of Piedmont 
and of Sardinia.

Tt is a boy of 12 named John who bas be- 
come the premier baronet of Great Britain 
through the death of hie father, Sir Robert 
Dashwood, and it is to be hoped that the 
youngster will escape the species of blight 
which has fallen to the share of the family 
ever since Sir Francis Dashwood, of un- 
savory memory, desecrated Medmenham 
abbey through the foundation there of the 
infamous Hell Fire club. Sir Robert Dash- 
wood, the late baronet, attracted a consider- 
able amount of American newspaper noto- 
riety three or four years ago by his re- 
markable performance in the role of Romeo 
on board ship during his trip across the 
Atlantic to New York, and later on became 
involved in some legal proceedings in Eng- 
land with a bookmaker, during the course 
of which it was brought to light that Sir 
Robert had for years been carrying on a 
betting business in Vigo street, London, 
under the name of Henry Benson. Subse- 
quently he sold out his interest in the con- 
cern to his partner, a bookmaker of the 
name of Godschalk, who, when the baronet 
subsequently placed bets with him, declined 
to pay bim his winnings on the ground that 
Sir Robert got the better of him in the pur- 
chase of the business. The judges decided 
that the law did not admit of the recovery 
of bets through legal process. 

The Dashwoods are an old et- 
shire family which flourished in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth and the for- 
tunes of which may be, said to have 
deen founded by George Dashwoood 0 
turkey merchant, and an alderman of 
the city of London tn the reign of 
James I. Sir Francis Dashwood, whom I 
have mentioned above as the founder of the 
Hel! Fire club, managed, in spite of his vil- 
lainies, to secure the office of chancellor of 
the exchequer, and died at an advanced age 
as Lord de Despencer, having inherited the 
barony as such from his uncle, Lord West- 
mcreland. Leaving no legitimate issue, the 
peerage fell into abeyance at his death, and 
still remains in that condition. He left, how- 
ever, an illegitimate daughter, who, under 
the name of Fanny Antonia, furnished much 
material for the chroniques scandaleuses at 
the beginning of the nineteerith century, and 
who, wonderfully beautiful and clever, has 
been immortalized by De Quincy in a vivid 
character sketch under the title of “The 
Female Infidel.”

It cannot be said that Sir Francis has en- 
joyed undisturbed repose since his death. 
For the family mausoleum at West W- 
combe park, in Buckinghamshire, where he 
lies entombed, has been repeatedly broken 
into by vandals and subjected to the most 
ghoulish desecration, the last outrage of 
this kind having been perpetrated ag re- 
cently as two years ago. Nor have the per- 
petrators ever been discovered or brought 
te justice, in spite of the large rewards of- 
fered for their arrest. 

Sir Edwin Hare Dashwood, the father of 
the late baronet, and seventh bearer of the 
title, died very mysteriously at Paris in 
1882. He was a victim of the alcohol habit 
which had reduced him to almost complete 
imbecility and nedessitated his being placed 
under restraint. is family, however, were 
reluctant to incur the publicity incidental] to 
any commitment to a sanitarium, so he was 
sent off to reside at Paris, in charge of a, 
keeper, with whom he lived in some wretched 
rooms in the Pantheon quarter of the gay 
metropolis. It used to be a pitiable sight 
to see the old man tottering about the streets 
of the French capital, almost in rags, ac- 
companied by his keeper, who would fol- 
low him to the lowest taverns, where the 
few cents which he was daily allowed for 
the purpose would be spent in drink. Sir 
Edwin died so suddenly that his family be- 
came convinced that he had been the victim 
of foul play and instituted inquiries which 
led to the arrest of the keeper. 

The magisterial investigation, however, 
did not go far. For before the second hear- 
ing came on the keeper committed suicide 
by hanging himself to the bars of his cell 
window.

Sir Edwin's demise in Paris found his eld- 
est son and namesake in New Zealand, 
where he had been living up to that time an 
adventurous sort of hand to mouth exist- 
ence as a gum digger, which is about the 
lowest form of labor in the Antipodes. He 
married a New Zealand girl of the name of 
Miss Florence Norton, and, on dying without 
issue, left everything that he could to her, 
and away from his younger brother andguc- 
cessor, Sir Robert, with whom he was on 
bad terms.

We need that men shall be good 
not because they have been told it pays, not 
because fashion prescribes certain forms of 
conduct, not because ancient laws mark 
out the paths of moral rectitude, but because 
high ideals point out these paths with their 
clear ehining, because one seeks 
for the good of all. 

Morality because it pays is immorality; 
it is refined, civilised selfishness. Morality 
with the spiritual ideal, the morality that 
somehow compels a man to lose in the great 
battle, if but the cause he loves may win, 
the passion that makes us give up our indi- 
vidual righte and Mkes for the right, the 
eternal right of all; this is what morality 
means when it is Hghtened with religion, 
with devotion to an ideal. 

Then morality becomes simply the expres- 
sion of religion, religion simply the inspira- 
tion of morality; both are seeking truth in 
life, the true Ute for all mankind.

If I draw attention to the inauguration of 


this the first statue of the gracious helpmeet 


of Edward VII., ſt is because statues of royal 
women in public places are exceedingly rare 
as compared with the extraordinary number 
of marble and bronze effigies representing 
members of the sterner and less attractive 
sex. Statues of men abound in such numbers 
on both sides of the Atlantic, but especially 
in Burope, as to have developed into a posi- 
tive nuisance, and memorials of this nature 
are set up to all sorts of worthless individuals 
and insignificant mediocrities, who should be 
forgotten instead of being thus commemo- 
rated. It is fortunate under the circum- 
stances that many of their statues are made 
in such a fashion as to admit of the heads 
being removed and those of others grafted 
on in their place. Indeed, in France statue 
grafting has become quite an acknowledged 
industry. 

Among the causes for the amazing dis- 
parity between the statues of men and of 
women, one of the principal is undoubtedly 
the consideration of dress. Feminine attire 
in all ages, even in that of the Garden of 
Eden, has run to extremes and to exaggera- 
tion, and while this may be rendered tem- 
porarily tolerable through fashion, yet de- 
tails that may be regarded as wholly modish 
by one generation appear preposterous and 
altogether ridiculous to those that follow. 
Contemporary paintings and engravings con- 
vey to those of us who are too young to recall 
the era of the third Napoleon the fantastic 
diameter of the crinolines inaugurated by 
Empress Eugénie, and which from an artistic 
point of view will always be accounted as the 
most unpardonable of the evils for which she 
has been responsible. It.is impossible to con- 
celve any sculptor of note giving his name as 
creator to the statue of a woman thus ar- 
rayed. It would convey the idea of a species 
of nightmare in marble or in brongze, and al- 
though there were some great feminine fig- 
ures in the history of the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, when the crinoline enjoyed 
its apotheosis, yet not one of them hes been 
commemorated in stone; at any rate in that 
attire. True, I can recall a statue of Queen 
Victoria and of hér husband, the late prince 
consort, dating from the early 808, but both 
of them are represented in medieval cos- 
tumes, she in a sort of flowing robe, suggest- 
ing the reign of Edward III., and he in the 
tunic reaching to the knees that we are ac- 
customed to find in the portraits of Robin 
Hood. The other statues of Queen Victoria— 
there are not many of them; perhaps a dozen, 
scattered in the various portions of that vast 
empire upon which the sun never sets—show 
the queen in her widowhood and old age, 
when the crinoline had disappeared, it is to be 
hoped forever, and where the artist took 
advantage of her notorious indifference to 
fashion where her own attire was concerned 
to icealize her garb while preserving the 
facial resemblance.

Of all the feminine celebrities of the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century, that is to 
say, of the age when fashion ran riot, and 
when Mme. Tallen and her friend and com- 
panion, Josephine Bonaparte, inaugurated 
the somewhat daring fashions that Parisian 
coutouriers are now endeavoring to revive, 
no statues of note of that period remain, save 
the one by the great sculptor Canova of 
Pauline Borghese, the lovely sister of the 
great emperor of the French. But all women 
would not be willing to be handed down to 
posterity in that fashion.

‘ond managers who can count their wealth by 
the hundred thousands are as plentiful in the 
theatrical world, proportionately, as in the 
various mercantile lines. That our authors, 
managers and composers should amass larger 
fortunes than those of other countries is not 
surprising, as the United States offers 4% 
a field of endeavor than any other coun- 


Naturally Pnglish 1 are re- 

stricted to a Hmited terri that really 
is quite small when put in comparison with 
the coast to coast tours open to ..merican pro- 
ducers. While many shows are brought here 
from England and the continent, outside of 
@ nominal financial return to the authors and 
original producers, the greater portion of the 
profite made in this country are housed in 
coffers of some astute American manager, 
and incidentally a percentage of the royalty 
is often diverted to the American who made 
the adaptation. 

Also the American manager of high estate 
weually is well ve in the battle of Wall 
street, or is keen the acquisition of val- 
uable real estate. Therefore it is not to be 
wondered at that the business end of the 
theatrical profession in the United States has 
greater wealth than that of the countries 
across the sea.

It is a more remarkable fact that the actors 
of this country in many instances are pos- 
sessed of thousands where their brother play- 
ers of other countries have only a few hun- 
dreds. The best comparisons to prove this 
may be drawn between American and Eng- 
n actors.

The highest amount sup- 
posed to be possessed by any one of these 
actors is $250,000. There at least a score 
of well knownAmerican actors among whom 
are William Gillette, Willlam H. Crane, 
Frank Daniels, Henry Miller, Lew Fields, 
Joe Weber, and others, who are each worth 
over a quarter ofa million dollars. Lew Fields 
has that much money invested in Harlem 
alone.

Ida Conquest, now 
playing at the Chicago opera house in The 
Wolf,” hay investments in mining shares 
and Long ‘Island real estate amounting to 
over $75,000. Kyrle Bellew, Oscar Asche, 
H. B. Irving, and Louis Calvert are consid- 
ered wealthy by their English admirers, but 
John Drew, for instance, probably has at 
his command twice as much money as any 
of the four leading men mentioned by the 
English journal. 

H. B. Irving is especially commended for 
the possession of $25,000. Walter Hale, a 
Chicago boy, who is with “ The Wolf,” al- 
ready has invested that sum in suburban 
property in this vicinity. Dozens of other 
well known artists who have sums ranging 
from $25,000 to $100,000, could be mentienod, 
and the fact that so many of the theatrical 
profession are well endowed with this world's 
riches goes a long way toward refuting the 
oft heard assertion that the people of the 
stage are improvident and lacking in thrift.
